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The  whole  number  of  books  drawn  from  the  public  library 
during  the  year  is  between  eight  and  nine  thousand,  not  as 
many  as  the  year  previous,  for  the  reason  that  many  people 
have  left  town,  seeking  employment  elsewhere  on  account  of 
the  dull  times.  The  largest  number  of  books  drawn  in  any 
one  month  was  1,097,  in  March.  The  largest  number  in 
any  one  Saturday,  220 ;  in  any  single  Wednesday,  90. 
There  has  been  no  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  people 
of  the  town,  and  the  librarian  reports  "  that  pupils  of  the  high 
and  grammar  schools  make  use  of  the  library  in  connection 
with  their  school  work  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  citizens 
who  do  not  draw  books  regularly,  often  visit  the  library  to 
consult  books  of  reference."  Works  of  fiction  are  still  most 
called  for,  but  there  seems  to  be  a  growing  interest  in  books 
pertaining  to  other  branches  of  literature,  especially  among 
the  young  people.  The  books  have  received  careful  usage 
during  the  year  and  there  have  been  few  if  any  lost. 

The  slip  system  of  checking  the  books  has  lately  been 
adopted,  which  makes  it  possible  to  keep  a  more  accurate 
account  of  the  volumes  issued,  to  know  precisely  where  each 
book  is,  and  how  long  it  has  been  out  of  the  library,  without 
referring  to  the  ledger.  The  growth  of  the  library  renders  a 
card  catalogue  a  necessity,  and  it  is  advisable  to  purchase  a 
cabinet  for  this  purpose  the  coming  year,  and  there  will  be 
an  item  of  expense,  also  for  cards  ;  but  the  library  work  will 
be  made  much  more  satisfactory  by  this  outlay.  It  should 
be  stated  that  the  sum  received  by  the  librarian  from  fines  and 
the  sale  of  catalogues  for  the  year  is  $7.51  ;  $2.41  has  been 
expended  for  library  sundries,  leaving  $5.10  in  the  library 
treastiry. 

The  number  of  new  books  added  during  the  year  is  223, 
classified  as  follows:  fiction,  95;  juvenile,  33  ;  literature, 
which  includes  poetry,  drama  and  prose,  28  ;  theology,  3  ; 
biography,  14;  history,  17;  arts  and  sciences,  6;  bound 
periodicals,  16;  unclassified,  n.  Volumes  duplicated,  40. 
Volumes  rebound,  100.     A  few  of  the  magazines  were  dis- 
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continued  in  December,  but  only  those  for  which  there  was 
little  call  on  the  part  of  readers. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  desire  to  refer  to  the  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  library  and  the  town  in  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Martha  L.  Stearns,  which  occurred  July  3d,  1898,  after  a 
long  and  painful  illness.  Mrs.  Stearns  had  held  the  office 
of  librarian  since  1890,  and  resigned  the  same  shortly  before 
her  death.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  Mrs.  Stearns  ever 
took  a  deep  interest  in  library  work.  She  was  pains-taking, 
faithful,  conscientious,  and  performed  all  the  duties  with 
singular  fidelity.  She  rendered  herself  acceptable  to  all 
patrons  of  the  library  by  her  affable,  obliging  manner,  her 
tact  and  unvarying  good  nature.  The  young,  especially, 
found  in  her  a  friend  and  wise  counsellor,  and  were  guided 
by  her  in  the  selection  of  books,  and  it  was  always  her  aim 
to  direct  their  steps  in  the  paths  of  good  learning  and  culture. 
As  a  successful  teacher  for  many  years,  as  a  competent  and 
faithful  custodian  of  the  public  library  and  a  prominent  factor 
in  the  social  life  of  the  village,  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Stearns 
will  be  long  cherished  by  the  people  of  the  town,  mingled 
with  regret  that  so  useful  and  helpful  a  life  could  not  have 
been  longer  spared.

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READING  ROOM  REPORT. 


The  reading  room  was  opened  April  i8,  1898,  and  the 
total  attendance  recorded  to  Feb.  18,  1899,  ^^  months,  is 
6,111,  an  average  daily  attendance  of  22.  The  average  Sun- 
day attendance  is  8.  The  largest  daily  attendance  was  64,  the 
largest  Sunday  attendance  20.  Many  readers  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  room  at  other  than  the 
regular  hours  of  opening.  The  key  being  always  to  be  had 
at  the  postofhce.  Of  these  no  record  could  be  kept  but  the 
number  has  been  large. 

The  tables  and  racks  are  supplied  with  23  monthly,  21 
weekly  and  3  daily  publications,  which  has  proved  a  satis- 
factory list,  and  but  few  changes  will  be  recommended. 

Acknowledgments  are  due  to  Mrs.  C.  H.  Wood,  Mr.  R. 
A.  Clogher,  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  the  N.  H. 
Sentinel,  the  Cheshire  Republican,  the  Vermont  Phoenix 
and  the  Windham  County  Reformer,  for  publications  do- 
nated. The  total  expense  for  furnishing  and  maintaining 
the  room  has  been  $270.00,  of  which  the  town  appropriated 
$100.00.  The  remainder  being  raised  by  subscription. 
One  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  is  deemed  sufficient 
for  the  support  of  the  room  so  long  as  the  present  volunteer 
system  of  management  is  possible.  With  a  yearly  attend- 
ance of  over  7,000  readers,  it  rests  with  the  citizens  to 
decide  whether  the  reading  room  shall  become,  with  our 
library,  a  permanent  institution. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Reading  Room  Association 
will  be  held  in  the  town  hall,  Monday  evening,  March  20, 
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at  7.30,  to  hear  reports  and  elect  a  board  of  control  for  the 

ensuing  year.

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STATISTICAL  REPORT. 


Parents  and  Guardians: 

The  board  of  education  herewith  presents  for  your  con- 
sideration the  statistical  report  of  the  schools  of  the  town  for 
the  year  ending  August  ist,  1898. 

The  census  of  school  children  was  taken  by  Charles 
Stearns,  who  was  appointed  agent  for  this  purpose.  The 
enumeration  was  made  in  the  month  of  April  last  as  required 
by  law  and  reveals  the  following  facts  : 

Whole  number  of  children  in  town  between  the  ages  of 
5  and  16  years  is  375  ;  boys,  164;  girls,  211.  The  number 
between  the  ages  of  10  and  16  years  who  cannot  read  and 
write  the  English  language,  none. 

The  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  16 
years,  who  have  not  attended  any  school  during  the  year  is 
28.  The  agent  reports  that  this  last  item  is  largely  made  up 
of  children  who  become  5  years  of  age  during  the  year,  and 
will  be  found  in  the  schools  during  1899. 

There  has  been  some  change  in  the  corps  of  teachers  of 
our  high  school  since  it  opened  in  September.  The  vacan- 
cies caused  by  these  changes  have  been  difficult  to  fill 
satisfactorily,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  better  class  of 
teachers  had  mostly  secured  positions  for  the  year,  which 
they  were  then  filling,  and  owing  to  another  fact,  that  our 
high  school  which  has  for  years  been  under  the  direction  of 
some  of  the  most  able  principals  in  the  state,  had  arrived  at 
an  educational  standing  where  none  but  the  most  competent 
instructors  could  hope  to  succeed.     It  is  a  matter  of  gratifica- 
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tion  that  the  former  principals  of  our  high  school  who  have 
labored  for  the  upbuilding  of  this  institution,  have  been 
deemed  worthy  to  be  called  to  better  and  more  responsible 
positions,  and  higher  institutions  of  learning.  As  a  people, 
we  can  but  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  we  have  each  con- 
tributed our  share  in  the  advancement  of  this  institution,  and 
have  not  wavered  in  our  loyalty  during  the  hard  times 
through  which  we  have  been  passing.  Your  committee 
realizing  their  responsibilities  and  the  importance  of  keeping 
up  the  grade  of  the  school,  have,  since  the  resignation  of  Prof. 
Patterson,  made  some  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers,  and 
they  will  continue  to  watch  the  work  of  the  school,  to  the  end 
that  the  grade  of  the  school  shall  not  be  lowered,  and  that 
the  tax  payers  shall  receive  an  equivalent  for  their  money. 
Music  and  drawing  are  two  subjects  that  ought  to  be 
taught  in  our  schools.  We  have  from  time  to  time  called 
the  district's  attention  to  the  matter,  and  we  hope  at  the 
annual  meeting  favorable  action  may  be  taken  and  these  two 
subjects  added  to  our  curriculum.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall,  in  said 
town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  nine  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 

Article  i. — To  choose  a  town  clerk  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  2. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
adopt  the  report  of  the  selectmen,  auditors  and  town  officers. 

Art.  3. — To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers 
and  agents  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  4. — To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  payment  of  ordinary  town 
charges  ;  for  the  support  of  the  poor  ;  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  fire  department ;  for  the  support  of  the  high  school ;  for 
lighting  the  streets  ;  and  for  all  other  general  necessary  ex- 
penses arising  within  the  town. 

Art.  5. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  choose  a  liquor 
agent,  or  act  in  any  manner  thereon. 

Art.  6. — To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  an  ice  water  barrel, 
or  act  in  any  manner  thereon. 

Art.  7. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  divide  the  town 
into  three  highway  districts,  and  choose  a  road  agent  for  each 
district,  or  act  in  any  manner  thereon.
